About the same 
time as the Godfrey battle, 
Johnny Risko was waging war 
with Roberto Roberti, the Italian,

blow. The Italian was helpless. 
He had to be carried out. 

But nothing has been done to 
Risko. He lost the decision of 
the referee on a foul, to be sure, 
but his purse was paid and no 
fine administered.

Later news from Pekin quotes the explorers as say- 
ing that it was twice as big as Jumbo. We may find 
out at length that it was no bigger than Mr. Taft. 
Science will reserve judgment until the creature has 
had plenty of time to shrink. It will not, however, 
doubt the extraordinary nature of the find. Prof.

route of the highway from coast 


to coast. 
The monuments, facing — west, 
depict a determined-looking  pi- 


oneer wife headed across the 
plains on foot, a baby in her arms, 
a child clutching her skirt. The 
figures are life size, and are erect- 
ed upon a tall base high above 
the road. 


Aside from their significance as 


perpetual reminders of the intre- 
pidity of the hardy men and wom- 
en who made a trail across the 
trackless spaces of the frontier 
West, the monuments are of espe- 
cial interest since both Mrs. Moss, 
who designed the sketch for the 
Original sculpture of the monu- 
ments, and August Leinbach, the 
sculptor, are St. Louisans. 


Two monuments already have 
been erected—at Springfield, O., 
and Wheeling, W. Va. The third 
will be unveiled at Council Grove, 
Kan., on Sept. 7, 
the dedication of the one at Lex- 
ington, Mo., on Sept. 17, three 
more are to be unveiled at Lamar, 
Colo., Albuquerque, N. M., and 
Springerville, Ariz., on Sept. 24, 
27 and 29, respectively. The sites 
for those in other states have not 
been decided upon, and. these 
statues probably will not be erect- 
ed until late this fall. 

By and large, ‘he National Old 
Trails Highway is the most trav- 
eled and most histuric of trans- 
continental routes across the (t/nit- 
ed States. It is composed of In- 
dian trails, Colonial pikes, military 
rouds of Revolutionary years, post 
roais, stage coac) routes and the 


byways over which cumberseme 
covered wagons forged westaard 
years ago. 


Starting in Maryland, the aigh-

A Trip Into 
The Arizona 
That Is Not 
Hot and Dry 


Days Are Pleasant, Nights 
Coolin White Mountain, 
Apache Forest and Tonto 
Basin Regions, of Which 
Springerville Is Gate- 
Way.

LiZONA to the  uninitiatedé 
suggests sand dunes, arid 


stretches on which sagebrush, 
cactus and prickly pear are the 
only vegetation; great mountain 
ranges with red, forbidding walls; 
the lonely Painted Desert and 
probably Grand Canyon! But this 
is not the Arizona the writer is 
thinking of. 

Picture, if you can, an Arizona 
of lofty, snow-capped mountains, 
pinon-clad sides form the 
walls of deep, coo! valleys; of great 
lakes and swift fish-stocked 
Streams; an Arizona which in day- 
time is pleasantly warm, at night 
so cool that several blankets are 
needed to keep the body warm. 
That is East-Central Arizona. That 
is the Apache National Forest, the 
White Mountain and the Tonto Ba- 
sin regions. 

I am not going to try to describe 
the journey over the Santa Fe 
Trail across the prairies of Kansas 
nor across scenic-fickle Northern 
New Mexico, where sometimes that 
old cattle trail. flirts with high 
mountain passes, then dips down 
into sage country, or mearders 
across range dotted by sheep and 
cattle. 

Supposing, as a matter af vari. 
ety, we meet in the hamlet of Hol- 
brook—on the Santa Fe-National 
Old Trails, main transcontinental 
California route—1386 miles south- 
west of St. Louis, the point of de- 
parture for the Navajo and Hopt 
Indian reservations to the north, 
California to the 


We'll head southeast out of the 
village, traveling over U. &. High- 
way No. 20, through the new sec- 
tion of modern places of business 
and pretty homes, then through 
that portion erected by the pio- 
neers where the dust of our pass- 
ing is the dust of crumbled adobe 
bui'dings and rottening log struc- 
turé s. 

EAVING the outskirts of the 

village, our way leads ever 

rolling towlands of greasewovood 
and sage. The highway is of ex- 
cellent gravel, and, at the altitude 
of 5000 feet, provides comfortable, 
pleasant driving virtually the year 
‘round. 

Eighteen miles on the way, the 
southwestern part of the third Na- 
tional Petrified forest is en- 
tered. Now for awhile our eyes 
are busy scanning acres upon acres 
of flinty monuments, perpetual re- 
minders of a magnificent forest 
which grew there ages ago. Some 
of these shafts rise gaunt and dis- 
mal into the air; others have 
wearily falien to the wayside. In 
color they are red and yellow, blue 
and green—startling to the eye. But 
their significance—of great forests 
decayed and gone—is the thing 
that is indelibly impressed on one's 
mind. 

Bearing away from the forest, 
the grade becomes steep and we 
climb higher. The hill slopes are 
pine-clad, the vegetation greener, 
more luxurious. §00n the Little 
Colorado River fg approached and 
crossed. The climb becomes even 
quicker now, and, at the hamlet 
of Hunt. six miles beyond the riv- 
er, We are a thousand feet higher 
than when we slipped through the 
outskirts of Holbrook. 

Now, at Hunt, we'll stop a while 
to get a bit of exercise and to de- 
termine whether road conditions 
will permit our taking the 16-mile 
cross-country trail to St. Johns. or 
whether it will be best to continue 
south on U. 8. 20 to Concho. thence 
east to St. Johns. Probably the 
latter route will be selected, for, 
though twice as long, it is aS ¢x- 
cellently made ae the stretch out 
of Holbrook. 

Continuing south from 8t. a 

our journey is not only over UW. 
20. but also over the recently. ex- 
tablished Coronado Trail, a route 
of great historic significance. 
Francisco Vasquez de Coronado, in. 
spector of New Spain, later Gover- 
nor of New Gallicia. always intrep- 
id conquistador, followed this trail 
from Old Mexico in 1536. in search 
of the fabled Seven Cities of (i. 
bola. We'll follow this highway 
now to Springerville, 26 miles be- 
yond—€0 miles from Holbrook. 

The going is upward »—ard the 
summit of the White Mountain 
range, which we have just begun

@ Y friend George M. Cohan has 

M pot-shotted columnists in one 

of his new plays. According 
to the Yankee Doodle impresario, 
the columnist is a whisky soaked 
fellow who makes himself a gen- 
eral nuisance mouthing epigrams. 
He wears soup- spotted ‘lothes, 
needs a shave and looks as though 
he might be halitoxic. 

He has cast off a-.ood wife 
and goes the round of amorous ac- 
tivities until he reaches the . lage 
of believing women are the bunk. 
He goes everywhere there is free 
food and drink and then curls up 
on a sofa and cracks cynically at 
everybody, including his host and 
hostess. 

Cohan had a row with Heywood 
Broun over something or other this 
spring and this may be his re- 
venge, but it is a little rough on. 
the average columnist. Being a 
columnist—anyway I write a col- 
umn for newspapers—and knowing 
most of them fairly well and ob- 
serving the others at various 
times I am fairly competent to dis- 
cuss them. 

Of all writing men, the column- 
ist is most self-effacing in public. 
He may sprinkle ‘“‘I’s” through his 
daily pieces, but he has long since 
learned the “I” has more of what 


technicians call ‘‘reader interest” 
than the “we.” The “I” is not 
egoism. It is mere writing car- 
pentry. 


With two notable exceptions, I 
have never seen a columnist show- 
ing off or seemingly touched with 
the conceit he was important. And 
that is something that can rarely 
be said of actors. I do not know 
of a columnist who is not happily 
married and, if you ask me, pret- 
ty good husbands as husbands go. 
They may step out now and then 
and make jack-asses of themselves, 
but who doesn't? 

Nor do I know a columnist who 
is a confirmed sot. Indeed I can 


name six of the top-notchers who 
never indulge more than one cock- 
tail or a glass of beer at a sitting. 
And as for being loud mouthed, 1 
have failed to find a single one 
who is not inarticulate in a crowd. 
Nobody ever meets a columnist in 
company without carrying away an 
impression of his dumbness, 

And if columnists accepted one 
out of every hundreds invitations 
for free food and _ drink they 
would have no time to write a col- 
umn, 

As for shoddy clothes spotted 
with soup stains, that is too ridic- 
ulous to refute. The columnist is 
almost always a fairly gocd dress- 
er and one of the best things he 
does is swing a cane, 

Finally the majority of column- 
ists do not in anywise consider they 
are enriching literature with their 
daily offering. It is their job to 
entertain with light, frothy materi- 
al that will be forgotten in a day. 
They do not do much harm nor qo 
they do any great amount of good. 

So in a rather scared voice I sug- 
gest they be allowed to live. After 
all, the world is tolerant. We al- 
low,a lot of actors and playwrights 
to live,

Furthermore his vacation period 
has faund him 12 weeks of work at that figure and without ques- 
tion he could work a year making personal appearances in the cinema 
palaces throughout the country. Now movie theater managers are 
nut throwing money away, not in these perilous times. The reason 
young Coogan draws down a king’s ransom every week is because: 
he brings a great deal more than that into the box office. Elsewhere 
he has broken all records for attendance and will probably do the 
same. here. 

There have been larger salaries paid for personal appearances 
in the movie houses but none of them, with the exception of Al Jolson 
who only put in a couple of weeks at it as a lark, drew down as much 
cash for themselves. Paul Whiteman got almost double that amount 
but had to pay his band himself. Gilda Gray and Mae Murray re- 
ceived about the same figure as Coogan but carried other performers 
ond a load of scenery which had to be paid for. .Young Jackie has 
only his father to assist him in his act and he goes along to look out 
for the boy as much, as anything else, although he does take a 
prominent part on the bill.

He found 
there was no adequate terminology of the speaking voice which he 
could use in.diawing up the chart, so he invented one. His glossary 
of 200 words derived from Greek roots proved so interesting that

each small gradation in a player's voice can be checked during 

the making of a microphone test. When filed away in a card 
iudex the chart preserves for future reference a mathematically exact 
description of the voice, with much closer shades of meaning than are 
attempted in the description of a singing voice as alto, contralto, bari- 
tone, bass, tenor or soprano. 

The general term for any voice capable of being recorded is 
“Cynaphonic.” If it is classified as “ellipsotonic’ the owner of it 
might as well forget about talking pictures, for that is just a sciene- 
tific way of saying the microphone thinks he’s terrible.

This present-day gioom has its ori- 
gin in the startling number of suicides 
and suicidal attempts in village gar- 
rets and attic studios. Except for a 
few obscure neighborhoods, such as 
Patchin Place, the village has long 
been deserted by successful writ- 
ers and artista. Its population in 
recent years has been made up for 
the most part of poseurs, hangers-on 
and: roisterers, who found the village 
conveniently careless about the ordi- 
nary conventions. There have been, 
too. hundreds of obecure beginners 
who have struggied, many of them 
for years, for recognition in some field 
or other of art It is among this 
group that suicide has taken its 
largest toll. 

The tragedy that recently centered 
about Maxwell Bodenheim, the nov- 
eliet and poet, has merely served to 
call attention to the numerous prece- 
dents for the action of Miss Virginia 
Drew, poet and student of literature, 
who flung herself into the Hudson 
River after Bodenhelm had _ pro- 
hounced her poetry ‘sentimental 
trash.”’

Bohemias. He war formerly one 

of the Chicaro group that was 
known as the Dill Pickle Club. With 
literary success of a sort, he moved to 
New York and lived in the village. 
His latest New York apartment is in 
mid-town. 

Another of Bodenheim's §sifiter- 
ary acquaintances, Miss Gladys Loeb, 
had previously attempted suicide. 
As is well known, she went to Prov- 
incetown, Massachusetts, where the 
novelist had sovght refuge from 
the publicity that followed Miss Drew's 
death. There she found her father, 
Dr. Martin Loeb, who engaged Boden- 
heim in a fiery debate. ‘I'm a mis- 
understood genius,’ said the novelist. 
“You are too obtuse; you could never 
understand me.’ 

“You are a coward and a spineless 
Jellyfish.” was Dr. Loeb's retort, ac- 
cording to published accounts 

Bodenheim's recent misadventures 
have recalled to many persons. the 
Character of Julies Gang, hero of Ben 
Hecht’s novel, “Count Bruga.”’ Hecht 
Was another of the Dill Pickle group 
He Bays of his hero: 

“He was a fairly tall, blond youth, 
With reddish eyebrows and possessed

sensitive gentlemen, while punching 
his head, were overcome with uneasy 
memories of the delicate and often 
beautiful words to which he signed his 
name as a poet.” 

It was this felicity of expression, 
and not his resemblance to the satyr- 
like Ganz of “‘Count Bruga,’ which 
drew to Bodenheim the two young 
women who sought to take their own 
lives, one successfully, their relatives 
believe. 

Since the Bodenheim episode there 
hae been another attempted suicide to 
further shock and sadden the dwell- 
ers in a slightly tarnished Bohemia. 


EORGE D. NOEBLING, long a4 
resident of the village and a 
member of a wealthy Phil- 
adeliphia family, the other day made 
a third effort to end his life. 
He leaped from a 76-foot wal! in 
Morningside Park and, though he suf- 
fered severe injuries, he w!i]] recover. 
Failure to find employment as af 
actor was given as the reason for his 
act Some time before Noebliing had 
been involved in a duel, “distinctly an 
affair of honor between two. gentle- 
men,’ over Miss Billy Netcong 
As recently as April, Perke Ham- 
burg, stage director and musician, who 
had worked for both David Belasco 
and Robert Milton and possessed a fat 
contract from the latter at the time, 
barricaded himself in hia euite at the 
Great Northern Hotel and shot him- 
anelf through the heart. 
Not long before the village had 
been badly shaken by the dramatic 
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suicide of Hans Stengel, the cari- 
caturist and critic whose Saturday 
night parties were very popular. While 
One such party was at tits height 
Stengel rose—just at the atroke of 
midnight—-went into an adjoining 
room and hanged himself with his 
suspenders from the top hinere of a 
door. His pipe which he had paused 
to fill was in his mouth, its contents 


haif-smoked. 


a friend of Stengel’s, Marcus Good- 

rich, deacribed the tragic deteriora- 
tion of character that at last brought 
the caricaturist to self-destruction. 
Separation from his wife and. ceaseless 
bickerings with editors of newspapers 
and magazines had gradually under- 


tiined Stengel's confidence in himself 


] Na recent issue of ‘‘The Bookman,’ 


until he plunged into a fury of self- 
forgetfulness. Goodrich writes of this 
period: 

“He was drunk now nearly every 
night curiously drunk. 
ncy that formerly he seemed to have 
got from drink was now displaced bs 
a sort of sultriness, and the afore- 
time thrilling play of hia wit had given 
way to a lunging epigrammati« 
BavVagery that grew more and more 
cumbersome as the daysa went by. His 
Saturday nights had become sordid 
brawls. He would place a huge crock 
on a table in the center of his living 
room, fill it one-third full of straight 
aicohol and. complete it with fruit 
juice. Then ha would open his door 
and the riff-raff of the city would pour 
in; uptown slummers, Greenwich Vil- 
lage vagrants and that inadmirable 
ewarm that hovers about the fringe 
of the artistic world as the Parasites 
used to do about the Roman banquet 
circle. Such filth as they splashed at 
each other! Such stupidity! Some 
would break chairs. Others would be- 
come fraptic with sterile vulgarity 
and rip their own clothes off. Oc- 
casionally, Stengel would arise, as {f 
out of a parychic coma, and throw a 
nan downstairs. Once I saw him go 
mad and tell this uicerous gathering 
in a drunken, feverish voice what I 
knew to be part of the very founda- 
tion of his whole miserable situation. 
There was a moment of silence. Then 
everybody tittered. in embarrassment, 
tentatively—-but not too ioudly, for 
they alli were afraid of Stengels 
reputation for getting violent.’ 

In a moment of sober reaction, fol- 
lowing several months of this. when 


‘he buoy- 
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he saw existence as bare and futile, 
according to Goodrich, he determined 
to kill himself. 

Aimee Cortez, girl ‘Mayor’ of the 
Village, waa found dead in a gas- 
filled room not long ago, and suicidal! 
intent was unmistakable. She had 
come to Bohemia at 14 in search of 
love and life. At 17 she felt that 
she knew all there Was to know 
about both. 

Another, and perhaps the most 
picturesque of those to make the 
final geature, was the Baroness 
Freitag von Lorinehoven, familiar 
to old-time Villagers. The Baroness, 
a woman of striking appearance, was 
raid to be a veritable member of the 
German aristocrary At 60 she stil! 
posed in the nude for various artists. 
hut ehe Is remembered leas for her 
beauty of figure than for her ee- 
centricitles. 

Her clothes were regarded as quite 
mad by even the batiked individuals 
about her, and the apex of her career 
as a designer wae marked by her ap- 
pearance in a hat trimmed with veg- 
etables, the brim outlined with beer- 
bottle caps 


ODAY there are very few per 

sons who have achieved gen- 

uine distinction living in the 
village. The more sincere artists and 
writers have long since become bored 
by the artificialities of Village life 
The break-up of the old-time group, 
the majority of whom are now well- 
known, has been compared to the de- 
cline of the decadent movement ii 
London in the '$0s. The close of that 
literary movement was marked by the

trial and subsequent death of Oscar 


Wilde as well as by the suicides of 
several minor figures and the death 
of the poet. Ernest Dowson, from 


drugs and dissipation. Still others, 
such as Wilitam Butler Yeats, left 
London to forge notabie careers for 
themselves elsewhere. 

In similar fashion the more sin- 
cere of the early Villagers deserted 
their old haunts, having gotten a 
start in attics and basement studios, 
This number includes Edna St. Vin- 
cept Millay, John Masefield, Hen- 
drik Van Loon, Eugene ONeill and 
many othera who have since won, in 
a majority of instances, both fame 
and commercial success. 


NUMBER of former Villagers 
Ape live at Sunnyside, Long 

Island. Still others have homes 
in Connecticut and Westchester. 
Those who remained in New -York 
have taken apartments itn mid-town 
or even, in one or two cases, On 
Park Avenue 

Suicide ie really not original any 
more.and it should be given up, be- 
lieves one of the Villages moat 
hardened ancients, Arthur Caesar, 
lawyer, playwright, bon vivant and 
exponent of the theory that . one 
gardenia in the button-hole is 
worth a sheaf of lillies under the 
crossed handée upon one's breast. 

“To live as I have done is in- 
finitely more romantic than to die at 
one’s own hands,’ saye Mr. Caesar, 
the same Caesar who so startied 
George Bernard Shaw on their first 
meeting, by turning out to be the 
author of ‘Napoleon's Barber,” 
which Shaw had extravagantly 
praised, that G. B. S. is reported to 
have asked Caesar to “please go out 
and walk around the block until I 
get used to the idea

wright and boulevardier, is true ro- 
inance,”’ ja Mr. Caesar's theory. He 
wouldn't, he says, give a nickel for ‘‘a 
guy who has to cut his own throat in 
order to create a ripple in the world.” 

The popularity of Caesar's view is 
attested by the increasing number of 
young poets, actors, decorators and 
playwrights who have graduated from 
the precarious ranks of the Village 
to success in the city's commercial 
marts.

rates’ Den in the Village, which: he 
still owns and operates. 


HE Blue Horse is also one of his 

establishments and he also has 

two fashionable supper cluba, 
Heigh Ho, which was the old Lido, and 
the Count Fair. Dickerman does the 
decorations for all his restaurants, and 
he still devotes hia spare time to carv- 
ing amusing toys which clutter up, in 
great profusion, the studio he shares 
with his beautiful blonde wife. Doris. 
above the Washington Square book- 
shop. 

The Dickermans deny that their 
uptown affillations conatitute dis- 
loyalty to their native heath, but ad- 
mit quite readily an intention to put 
thetr savings into a roomy house in 
the country which shall hold at least 
eight anticipated Dickermans, the 
small white rabbit which is constantly 
at their heels when they are home. 
and a large quota of dogs, cats. 
chickens and other important adjuncts 
of childhood in a true farm atmos- 
phere. 

Paris and fFrovincetown, Masaa- 
chusetts, have drawn heavily on the 
Village There ts also a-colony of 
ex-Villagers {n Los Angeles, most of 
whom are writing for the movies or 
acting in pictures. 

Even the outward appearance of the 
Village has changed in the past few 
years It is being encroached upon 
on all sides by huge apartment houses 
Many of the lovely old homes on the 
north side of Washington Square are 
being torn down to make way for more 
profitable structures. Old haunts have 
vanished and those that remain tend 
toward a self-conscious Bohemianism 
that is more than half put on for the 
benefit of tourists from the hinter- 
land who ‘“‘do” the Village.

It was generally conceded that at 
85 the son showed most Drilifant 
promise, that he was, in fact, close on

Out on the new Meramec State 

park in. Franklin County—65 
miles from St. Louis over a 
_ gmooth concrete road—trails are 
worn belly deep from tramping ox 
teams that drew their ancient 
earts Jaden with lead, iron and 
copper. Ruts are there from the 
washes of a thousand rainstorms. 
Creeks are deep and treacherous 
to cross Where they have been 
flooded by cloudbursts. Trees 
have fallen across ways once used 
for commerce.

There are a few farms in 
the narrow creek bottoms, but 
settlers are Just about gone away.

N THE first place, Schoolcraft,

This exhibition of high heroism 
and self-sacrifice inevitably brings 
to mind the name of the gallant 
“Titus’’ Oates. His story remains, 
and must always remain, an epic 
of the polar wastes. 

On Capt. Scott's disastrous re- 
treat from the South Pole in Feb- 
ruary and March of 1912, the 
party was caught in a series of ter- 
rific blizzards, which swept the 
high Antarctic plateau. Struggling 
against a high wind and a tem- 
perature of 40 degrees below zero, 
the party marched desperately to- 
ward their supply depot, for ra- 
tions were nearly exhausted. 
Speed meant a chance for life. In 
the course of that march, with the 
depot still many formidable miles 
away, Captain Lawrence E. G. 
Oates suffered frostbite in his feet 
and legs. He made a_ plucky 
fight of it, but finally it became

apparent he could go no farther. 
He begged his comrades to leave 
him and save themselves. That 
they refused to do and Oates he- 
roically relieved them of the bur- 
den which his helplessness im- 
posed. Scott's diary, found with 
his frozen body eight montha later, 
told graphically how Oates had 
‘‘walked out.’ That day’s entry, 
one of the most dramatic in the 
history of exploration, is here- 
with reproduced: 

“Friday, March 16 or Saturday, 
17.—Lost track of dates, but 
think the last correct. Tragedy 
all along the line. At lunch, the 
dav before yesterday, poor Titus 
Oates said he couldn't go on; he 
proposed we should leave him in 
his sleeping bag. That we could 
not do, and induced him to come 
on, on the afternoon march. In 
spite of its awful nature for him, 
he struggied on and we made a

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few miles. At night he was worse 
and we knew the end had come. 

“Should this be found I want 
these facts recorded. Oates’ last 
thoughts were of his mother, but 
immediately before he took pride 
in thinking that his regiment 
would be pleased with the bold 
way in which he met his death. 
We can testify to his bravery. He 
has borne intense suffering for 
weeks without complaint, and to 
the very last he was able and 
willing to discuss outside subjects. 
He did not—would not—sxive up 
hope to the very end. He was a 
brave soul. This was the end. He 
slept through the night before 
last, hoping not to wake; but he 
woke in the morning—yesterday. 
It was blowing a blizzard. He 
said: ‘T am just going outside 
and may be some time. He went 
out into the blizzard and we have 
not seen him since.’
